In the statem en t he announced 
th a t the m eeting h ad been called

Recalling th a t council had authoriz­

Fire Losses Reduced 
In National Forests, 
Service Report Shows 


Washington, 
(AP)—Forest 
fires 


this season seared less than a third 
01 the average annual fire-destroyed 
acreage in national forests. Forest 
Service officials proclaimed 1937 a 
banner year throughout the coun- 
try because of this. 


In the eastern region, with about 


twenty-five national forests, C1.236 
acres were burned over, compared 
with the five-year average of 98,131 
acres. 


The reduction in fire losses was 


marked in view of the report from 
the National Park service that 26 
per cent more persons visited na- 
tional parks this season than last. 
With 15,000.000 persons visiting the 
parks, the fire hazard increased tre- 
mendously. 


This was counterbalanced by a 


widespread publicity campaign urg- 
ing tourists to take care against 
starting forest fires and greater 
vigilance on the part of forest 
rangers in checking starting fires.

with particular pride to this year's 
record, which showed that only 210 
forest fires were not under control 
within-twenty-four hours after dis- 
covery.

“It has been possible,” Mr. Allen 
said, "to carry over the winter, by 
use of this material, many species of 
plants which could not otherwise be 
wintered in this region. 
The glass “wool” comes in, bales, 
and unrolls over the ground like a 
carpet. 
It is so light that a child 
of four could hold over its head a 
bale the size of a hogshead.

Harrisburg. Oct. 25 <AP> — Penn- 


sylvania, opening a new onslaught 
against highway death, began today 
a drive to recruit 500 new men for 
the motor police, making it the 
greatest state police force m the 
nation. 


Spurred to immediate action by 


more than 2.000 deaths in motor 
crashes thus far in 1937, Governor 
George H. Earle in Pittsburgh Klon- 
day night directed Commissioner 
^ercy W. Foote to increase his army 
A 1,100 men to 1,600 immediately. 


The Legislature 
authorized

increase when it merged the old 
state police and the younger high- 
way patrol last spring. 


Foote made it clear "not just any- 


one" could get a job a:> a motor 
patrolman. 


The fledgling troopers, as stu- 


dents, will get $70 a month but will 
have to pay $13 to $20 out of that 
for their mess.

cal action. Such a process is stand­ 
ard at plants that, supply tanks of 
oxygen for hospital use. 
M ohr’s innovation Is to create 
this electrical action by sunpower. 
Old Sol’s rays strike a sheaf of 
wires arranged in a vacuum globe 
and attached to a negative electri­ 
cal plate. 
In the cool shade below are some 
i metallic fins attached to a positive 
plate.

ISOLATION MAY 
BE JAP POLICY 
IF SUCCESSFUL 


New York. Oct. 26 
Frowns of 
America and other western powers 
over Japan's m ilitary program in 
China have inspired 
an amazing 
Japanese 
movement 
th a t 
would 
slam in the world’s face the im per­ 
ial door which Commodore Perry 
so dramatically opened in 1853-4. 
This revolutionary project is re­ 
stricted thus far m ainly to a sec­ 
tion of the powerful m ilitary group 
which is responsible 
for Japan's 
adventures-at-arins on 
the conti­ 
nent. 
The idea would be for Japan— 
once she has completed her cam ­ 
paign in northern China to her 
satisfaction—to retire with her new 
dependencies into the magnificent 
seclusion of the pre-Perry days. 
She would hang a "do not dis­ 
turb’' sign on her door-knob. 
In 
other words, "everybody keep out." 
Tn theory she would be able to 
carry this out in large degree, hav­ 
ing obtained from her newly ac­ 
quired territory most of the essen­ 
tial raw m aterials which she now 
lacks. 
The scheme sounds less like a rare 
bit of im agination ii we put it in 
term s of Japan making herself in­ 
dependent of supplies from the out­ 
side world. 
T hat is merely follow­ 
ing in the footsteps of Hitler and 
Mussolini, among others. 
The iso­ 
lationist idea, however, is Japanese 
and is due to hurt pride. 
The isolationists claim Japan can 
g e t,along without the west if she 
takes northern China 
under her 
suzerainty along with Manchoukuo. 
They point that their ancestors en­ 
joyed isolation for some two and a ! 
helf 
centuries 
until 
Perry 
came j 
knocking at the door. 
This time it 
won't be an isolated Japanese archi­ 
pelago, but an empire enlarged by 
the new hinterland of the continent. 
It is noted that the Japanese peo- 
j pie are frugal and subsist largely 
on fish and rice. 
No starvation 
there. 
C hina’s hopi- would provide the 
essential iron ore. From Shansi and I 
Manchoukuo would come coal, and I 
shale from which can be extracted 
oil. 
The project provides th at Japan

lier hour and would be equipped to 
fire torpedoes from fore and aft 
tubes. 
Their swiftness, he asserted, would ; 
enable them to dash from a port to j

and escape w ith little danger of be- , 
mg hit.
